in many ca-tn of bank failure too 
much of ilia blame is placed un the 
bank examiner. 
“ It is very often true 
in the cases Of national bank failure 
that the examiner has reported to the 
Controller of the Currency that the 
loans of ti e institution are bad, or 
that other conditions are present that 
should be checked 
up. 
This report 
he often makes from ODe examination 
to another, showing 
unsatisfactory 
conditions, and perhaps the bank ulti­ 
mately fails Then the examiner comes 
in for his full share of the blame, 
when as a matter of fact, he has done 
all that he c an to prevent the failure. 
Of course, he can not defend himself 
from these attacks, as he is not sup­ 
posed to talk. 
‘Then, again, the general public 
does not know of the many banks that 
the examiner helps out. 
It is some­ 
times a question as to whether it is 
not the best policy for the examiner to 
give his aid in the straightening 
out 
: of the b an k’s condition, so that 
a 
temporary 
em barrassm ent 
may 
be 
■ tided over and the bank recover its 
position as a sound tinancial institu 
tion. 
This is one of the things that 
the examiner gets no credit for.
